THE STREET PROTESTS. 


Monday night the city council listened to numerous protests 
against paving. as it is done in Richmond. 

Protestants demanded that the work on Twenty-third street be 
torn up, declaring that much of the ‘‘rock’’ put in is nothing mére 
than dry clay, and that whén wet it will crumble into dust. The 
council filed the protest, but ordered that work be suspended until 
the rattler test is made. Penry said that in his opinion 30 or. 35 
per cént of the material was not fit to be used in pavement. 

' » Daniel Barton wants to analyze the payement at Tenth and 
Bissell and on Twelfth street, 100 feet north of Barrett . 

Twenty-four protestants declared that the street work on Main 
avenue, done by James Rutherford, is unsatisfactory, which is, ap- 
parently, a mild way of saying what they really think of it. 

. , If yon want to-findOut what thesé 24 are kieking about go out 
te Main street and look ‘at’ the pavement yourself. Test its strength 
WHH the’toe of yotir shoe. Then take a look at the-speeifieations of 
the job. . 

The council listened to allegations that the improvement of 
Richmond ‘avénue, Oregon, Idaho, Montdna and’ Alvarado streets and 
Buena Vista avenues and Choice way was not‘ done according to 
specifications. 

That’s only eleven street jobs that a large number of Richmond 
people are unsatisfied with. 

Where there is so much protest there must be something to 
protest about. There seems to be something rotten somewheres. The 
shit of the day is street paving. Everywhere one hears criticism 

street work as it is done in Richmond. 

Maybe all these protestarits are ‘‘sore-heads.’’ Maybe they have 
no. kick coming. Maybe the pavement is right up to specifications. 

But these residents who believe that something is radically 
rotten with Richniond street Work are going to find out for certain. 
ust street talk isn’t new at all, Very quietly the dissatisfac- 

@ great number of residents has been growing. Apparently 

tisfaction has come to a head. It has found voice. 

» It will be hard to satisfy these people, who are convineed: that 
strees ‘work has been done with a beautiful disregard for, specifi- 
as, without.a thorough examination. Whitewashing the alleged 
‘Kock 'tsed on ‘Twenty-third street with & perfunctory test won’t 
satisfy them. { 

The sad part of street work is that if it is done wrong it very 
shortly shows it. If the material used is inferior the surface of it 
begins to grow holes and ruts that demand explanation. 

If streets have been paved in violation of specifications some- 
thing more than the filing of protests and rattler tests will have 
to be done by the council. 

Monday’s session promises a wholesale investigation of street 
work. 

Eleven streets declared bad at one meeting of a city council!
